BOLSA  GARDEN  POMPON  DAHLIAS 

Pompon  dahlias,  in  which  we  specialize,  are  be- 
coming  great  favorites,  for  one  reason  because  they 
keep  well  as  a  cut  flower  and  lend  themselves  to  any 
decorative  scheme  or  color  arrangement.  They  are 
splendid  for  florists’  work,  mixing  well  with  any 
other  flowers.  They  can  be  used  in  the  garden  to 
get  a  massed  effect  of  color  in  front  of  shrubbery 
or  in  a  patch  by  themselves. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  not  familiar 
with  this  variety,  the  pompons  are  small,  ball 
shaped  in  form,  with  petals  spirally  set.  They  can  be  planted  quite  close 
together  one  on  each  side  of  a  stake  and  do  not  need  disbudding  as  do  the 
large  dahlias. 

We  won  again  this  year  at  the  show  of  the  Dahlia  Society  of  California 
in  San  Francisco,  for  the  best  six  varieties,  the  best  basket  of  pompons  and  for 
the  best  pompon  seedling,  which  Mr.  Carpenter  of  the  American  Home 
Magazine  named  Pixy,  after  the  little  sprite  called  Pixy. 

At  the  beautiful  show  of  the  Dahlia  Society  of  Southern  California  in  Los 
Angeles  we  captured  the  first  on  the  ten  varieties  and  first  for  the  best  basket 
of  California  pompons  and  were  given  special  mention  for  our  table. 

Packing  and  carrying  our  pompons  500  miles  to  the  Los  Angeles  show  is 
no  joke,  but  of  them  Mr.  Warren,  the  able  editor  of  their  bulletin,  has  this 
to  say — 

''The  Bolsa  Dahlia  Gardens  are  north  of  San  Francisco — 500  mules  north 
of  the  Biltmore  and  the  place  where  Mrs.  Haake  grows  Poms  mostly  of  her 
own  originations.  We  saw  ten  baskets  with  every  bloom  in  perfect  show¬ 
room  condition.  Still  another  world’s  record.”  Thanks,  Mr.  Warren. 

We  had  an  18  foot  table  at  the  show  in  San  Francisco  and  displayed  our 
pompons  to  show  how  beautiful  they  are  for  decoration,  using  the  different 
combinations  of  colors  in  basket  work,  vases  and  flat  dishes. 

The  basket  of  pompons  on  the  outside  cover  of  this  catalog  was  the  prize 
winner;  in  it  were  five  varieties  of  the  pinkish  lavenders — Anna  von  Schwer¬ 
in,  Bebe,  Nellie  Fraser,  Girlie  and  Helen  Anita.
